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Claims 1-26 are pending in this application which claims benefit of US Provision 
Applications 60/402,461, and 60/440,190, filed August 9, 2002, and January 15, 2003, 
respectively. 

Applicants' claims are drawn to a method of treating a plant or plant part (claims 1-26) or 
fungus (claims 14-26) with an N-acylethanolamine: R-CO-NH- CH 2 CH 2 - OH.

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lambie et al 
(US 6,200,586). 

Lambie et al discloses biocidal and agrochemical suspensions comprising active agents 
such as plant hormones, auxins, gibberellins (col 1, lines 35-40), nutrients (col 5, lines 40-45), as 
well as biocides (col 5, lines 51-57), and surfactants such as anionic lecithin (col 3, lines 25-33) 
or nonionic C 10-22 alkanolamide of a mono (or di-) lower alkanolamine (lines 46-49), or ethoxy- 
lated alcohols, alkylphenols, or sorbitan esters (lines 50-54). Encapsulants include sugars such 
as dextrose, galactose, or amylase (col 7, lines 34-43). Additional components include biocides, 
preservatives, buffers, and antifreezes (col 8, lines 40-43). While Lambie et al does not disclose 
the method claimed herein, it is noted that applicants 5 N-acylethanolamines (RCO - 
NHCH 2 CH 2 OH), are the same structure as Lambie' s alkyl ethanolamides (R - 
CONHCH 2 CH 2 OH). Thus it would appear that application of NAEs for any purpose would 
have been obvious over the disclosure of Lamie et al. 
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No unobvious or unexpected results are noted; no claim is allowed.
